New Proprietary Tn 

Under the new fevenne law 
now off eetire dealsrs most eoOeet 
a tax of one cent for each 
25 cents or fraction thereof of 
the price of all toilet articles 
(except toilet soaps and toilet 
soap powders) and a tax at the 
rate on proprietary medicines 
These taxes are to be collected 
by the use of stamps etc. The 
stamp most be affixed to each 
artiele by the Tendor, the eost of 
whiehWfAf Ji BE feinibiinsd to. 
thsYiB^fif thn porehaser. In 
other wMi, it istMliilMaB of 
the law that tUt JtaNOiMt be 
borne by tiie consumer and that 
the stamp must be affixed by the 
retailer at the time the sale is 
made and the price charged for 
the preparation must not include 
the stampibut the consumer must 
pay for the stamp as required by 
the law. The law specifically 
provides that the price of the 
artiele be vnised beeaose of this 
tKK-ia aairesBoant •^'^ing the 
MMmt sf /itHe stsnp whion is 
r $ qwkmL lm^i^^ words, the tax 
one cent on a 25 caat artiele 
brings tiM price Q||i to 26 cents, 
and you are not permitted to col- 
i^'cc more than that amount, as we 
understand the law.
